What is/are the most pressing issues facing 
Edmonton? First, it is widespread poverty fac- 
ing African women living in Edmonton. There 
is a link between HIV infection/AIDS and low- 
income population in Edmonton. | teach HIV 
education classes and a lot of the women can- 
fot attend classes because they live too far 
way or they cannot afford daycare to take care 
of their children. Since, women’s day-to-day 
domestic and financial needs aren't being met, 
they cannot take advantage of important social, 
Cultural, and health education programs. 
Second, Edmonton does not have a wide- 
spread after-school program in the public 
school system to provide a structured, social 
environment from 3pm to Spm. Children are 
left unsupervised until their parents return 
home from work. 

Third, every year hundreds of refugees come 
to live in Edmonton from economically dis- 
tressed countries and there is a dire need for 


them to find affordable, safe housing. More 
than 50 per cent of individual's salaries are 


.going towards rent. 


Fourth, the Edmonton police force needs to 
have better cross-cultural and sensitivity train- 
ing. Many women in Edmonton live ina 
domestic environment of sexual violence. 
Women who are domestically abused face a 
higher risk of contracting HIV. In the 
Edmonton police station, there is only one 
female who handles cases of sexual assault 
and violence. One woman. This is not accept- 
able. Regardless of race, women feel more 
comfortable reporting sexual assault and vio- 
lence to female police officers. The police force 
needs to reach out and hire more women spe- 
cially trained to respond to this type of crime. 
Also, cases that are reported by individuals 
from Edmonton's immigrant population and 
Caucasian population are not treated equally. 
This is discrimination 

The city needs to allocate additional funding for 
subsidy programs in order to address immi- 
grant community concems regarding public 
transportation, childcare, after-school pro- 
grams, and police cross-cultural training. 

Fifth, Edmonton needs improved neighbor- 
hood zoning. The river valley, green spaces, 
and parks within the city are being sacrificed to 
make room for high-rise apartments, hotels, 
and big'shopping complexes. The old 
Strathcona neighborhood is doing an excellent 
job in zoning, but other neighborhoods in 
Edmonton are prioritizing commercial develop- 
ment over nature. 


What's the most overhyped issue? Crime. 
Politicians think solving crime means putting 
more police officers on the street. This is a 
short-term fix. Where is the long-term vision? 
Government needs to examine the social caus- 
es of crime, which include poverty, domestic 
violence, inequality, and inaccessibility to pub- 
lic services. When the city solves the social 
causes, only then, can crime decrease. 


Who do you think will make the most effec- 
tive councillor in your ward? | don't know 
which councillors are running in my ward. The 
most effective councillor would be any council- 
lor who acknowledges multi-cultural issues 
and provides a voice for the city’s immigrant 
population concems. The only African running 
for councillor is Chinwe Okelu in Ward 6. | 
have not had the opportunity to speak to him 
yet. 


How do you rate the mayoralty candidates? 
My organization called the campaign offices of 
different mayoral candidates to inquire if they 
had any strategic plans or policies in place to 
address to the African community in 
Edmonton. Greg Craig, the campaign manager 
for Robert Noce told me that they didn't have 
any. Steven Mandel's office told me to send . 
any questions or express my needs to Bill 
Smith, the current mayor. Edmonton is a 
multi-cultural city. From my point of view, 
none of the mayoral candidates recognize 
multi-cultural community concerns.

WHEN WANGARI MAATHAI GOT NEWS 
that she had received the Nobel 
Peace Prize, she removed her jewel- 
ry, knelt down in the dirt and plant- 
ed seeds of a Kenyan tree known as 
the Nandi Flame on the grounds of 
the Outspan Hotel in Nyeri, in the 
foothills of Mount Kenya. “It cannot 
get any better than this,” she said. 
“Maybe in heaven.” 

Maathai is a woman of firsts: the 
first woman in eastern and central 
Africa to earn a doctorate, the first 
female professor at the University of 
Nairobi and, now, the first African 
woman to win the Peace Prize. 

Known as Kenya’s “Green 
Militant,” she founded the Green Belt 
movement—a grassroots women’s

A NEW DIMENSION TO PEACE 

Maathai’s passionate dedication to 
building a sustainable environment 
for the local and global com- 
munity has always been 
linked to her fierce com- 
mitment to empow- 
ering women 
within their 
com- 


munities and fighting the forces of 
greed and corruption that threaten 
natural resources and human rights. 

In awarding the Peace Prize to 
Maathai, the Nobel Committee sig- 
naled its recognition that peace is 
possible only when communities can 
achieve economic and environmen- 
tal sustainability. “We have added a 
new dimension to the concept of 
peace,” said the head of the Nobel 
Committee. “We have emphasized 
the environment, democracy build- 
ing, human rights and especially 
women’s rights.” 

Maathai’s courageous resistance to 
Kenya’s former leader, Daniel Arap 
Moi—who ruled for two decades— 
was the centerpiece of a 1995 article 
she contributed to The Nation. 
Published as part of a forum on chal- 
lenges facing women on the eve of 
the UN's Fourth World Conference 
on Women, her piece is a bold state- 
ment of opposition to what she 
termed “ ly and egocentric lead- 
ers [who] assisted by international 
companies take advantage” of the 
power they have to ravage the envi- 
ronment and lay waste to their coun- 
tries. 
“MADWOMAN” TO MINISTER 

In 1999, as a result of her uncom- 
promising opposition to the Kenyan 












president's corruption, Maathai— 
along with other Green Belt mem- 
bers—was beaten and arrested by 
security forces for protesting the 
clearing of a forest near Nairobi for a 
luxury housing development. 
Maathai seized the country’s atten- 
tion by insisting on signing her 
police report in blood from 
her head wound. The 
houses were 
never built. 
Moi, who 
once called 






Maathai a “madwoman” and “a 
threat to the order and security of 
the country” for her relentless work 
to preserve Kenya’s forests, lost a 
presidential election in 2002. That 
same year, Maathai was elected to 
parliament; she is now assistant min 
ister for the environment. 

Many in Kenya hope that 
Maathai’s newfound global fame 
will draw attention to a current con- 
troversy in her country, According 
to the Washington Post, top govern- 
ment officials, including Moi and 
another former president Jomo 
Kenyatta, are being accused of tak- 
ing public lands for their private use 
in order to clear trees for quick prof- 
its. “The generation that destroys the 
environment is1 ly not the gen- 
eration that suffers,” Maathai said.

WHO HASN’T HAD A BAD NIGHT OF 
sleep, when surreal images crowd 
thick and fast upon the subcon- 
scious? Anything can be the trig- 
ger—lust, imagination, fear or in the 
case of pause, Etcetera Theatre 
Collective's season opener for 
Azimuth Theatre, guilt. 

The piece, says performer Aaron 
Talbot, is “a solo collective creation 
with director Barbara French and 
dramaturge Heather Fitzsimmons 
Frey. I’ve never heard of a one-man 
show being collectively created 
before! It was a very interesting 
process.” 

The seeds of pause were sown last 
summer when Etcetera was on tour 
with incoheRANT. “Solocentric at the 
High Performance Rodeo down in 
Calgary was looking for pieces, so it 
premiered as a 20-minute snippet 
back in January. The interesting 
thing is once we put it up we didn’t 
leave it alone. 

We came back to Edmonton and 
retooled it for our Threshold show- 
case in the spring; then Steve Pirot 
asked me to perform it at NextFest 
in the Solo-liloquies series where 
Chris Craddock saw it, and he asked 
us to turn it into a full-length piece 
and open the Azimuth season 
with it.” 


Running at just over an hour, 
Talbot says the play is a twist on the 
old naked-at-school/naked-on-stage 
scenario: “It’s about a man locked in 
a dream and he seems to find him- 
self in front of an audience. Then he 
finds a lab coat and realizes he’s a 
chemist. 

“The play in itself is about 
redemption. He needs to make up 
for [something he’s done in the past] 
and that slowly reveals itself despite 
his best efforts [to conceal past 
actions] as he falls into different 
dreams. Being a chemist is key to his 
plan for redemption and as he goes 
along we understand where his 
flaws are. 

“T loved the idea of creating the 
environment of a dream. It’s excit- 
ing, with one guy on stage [ina 
dream] there are no rules, anything 
can happen. The idea of the brain 
creating absurd environments is fas- 
cinating too. The way your mind 
comes up with imagery so you can 
process what's happening in your 
real life.” 

The audience, too, has a part to 
play in the drama, a convention 
aided by the close confines of the 
Azimuth Space. “Yeah, there’s no 
fourth wall. There's a lot of direct 
address throughout. The audience 
becomes part of the action and has to 
figure out just who they are in the 
story as the character labels them— 
always bearing in mind he might be 
off his rocker!” 

Talbot, who says he incorporates 
elements of clown in his characteri- 
zations, hastens to add that pause is 
“a very physical play. I'm bouncing 


all over the stage. It’s goofy but also 
quite dark.” 

Working with French and 
Fitzsimmons Frey on this solo col- 
laboration has profoundly affected 
him too. “I have certain abilities and 
skills that Barbara is able to enhance 
and show off the best of anyone I’ve 
ever worked with. We've got an 
interesting relationship, kind of yin 
and yang—she can reel me in when 
I'm getting too big. 

“She really knows how to allow a 
performer to create improv. She 
encourages and enhances that work 
into a cohesive whole. Then Heather 
comes in and looks at everything 
from an audience perspective She's 
the only dramaturge I’ve ever met 
who really who gets it.” 

Etcetera’s aesthetic is something 
Talbot says he can embrace whole- 
heartedly. “I love the idea of writing 
but there're so many other people 
who do it better than J do. It’s hard 
to create in front of a computer. The 
aesthetic of writing on my feet and 
talking through problems is interest- 
ing, amazing stuff comes out of 
goofing around because actions 
rather than words provide meaning 
In the end our work—like all theatre 
can only exist in front of an audi- 
ence. We have to be up, doing. 

“Etcetera’s credo is that theatre is 
a never-ending process. We're con- 
stantly trying to enhance ourselves 
and the pieces we do, so there’s 
never really a final product. 

“We're ready to open, but this 
piece isn’t finished until it gets in 
front of audience.”

BESIDES OFFERING THE USUAL ENTICE- 
ments—exquisite music (from 19th 
Century French comppser Léo 
Delibes), larger-than-life characters, 
a deliciously over-the-top storyline 
and imaginative staging —Lakmé, 
Edmonton Opera’s 2004-2005 season 
opener, has been an exercise in prob- 
lem solving. And yet... artistic direc- 





tor Brian Deedrick, general manager 
Mary Phillips-Rickey, talented prin- 
cipals, the Edmonton Opera Chorus, 
and those behind the scenes seem to 
see challenge as opportunity. 

That's certainly the impression of 
mezzo-soprano Allyson McHardy. 
Recently dubbed “a singer to 
watch,” she was in Edmonton last 
March to play Suzuki in Madama 
Butterfly. This time she has a similar, 
though smaller, role as Mallika, 
Lakmé’s servant. McHardy 
describes her tender relationship 
with the motherless daughter of a 
Brahmin priest. “Lakmé is my spe- 
cial child,” she says. “My little girl is 
growing up.” This relationship 
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infuses the enchanting “Flower 
Duet” in the first act. Sometimes the 
voices are parallel; then Lakmé 
(American soprano Amy Hansen) 
soars, while Mallika murmurs 
beneath. “This is the year of flower 
duets,” laughs McHardy. Suzuki 
and Cio-Cio-San of Madama Butterfly 
also sing one. 

Lakiné is a fable of sacrifice, cultur- 
al alienation and forbidden love, 
somewhat akin to Romeo and Juliet, 
but with a distinct French Victorian 
flavour, courtesy of librettists 
Edmond Gondinet and Philippe 
Gille. The relationship between this 
heroine and her father, Nilakantha, 
is complicated and shows how pro- 
tection can become imprisonment. 

When a group of sightseers tres- 
passes in his home, Nilakantha is 
understandably upset. Tradition 
says this offense is punishable by 
death. When his daughter, whom he 
has raised to be above earthly pas- 
sions, falls in love with an English 
officer named Gerald, played by 
Edmonton-born John Tessier, 
Nilakantha is driven to vengeance. 

“He’s a man who becomes hard 
and angry because he’s backed into 
a comer,” says bass-baritone Dean 
Elzinga, who's performing the role 
for the first time. Nilakantha is also 
the leader of a Hindu revolt against 
the English overlords. 


Both McHardy and Elzinga talk 
about the importance of details, both 
in creating a role and in building a 
production. “It’s like architecture,” 
says Elzinga, “going from small to 
large.” 

Which reminds us of the compa- 
ny’s spatial challenges. Since the 
Jubilee Auditorium closed for reno- 
vations last spring, the company has 
booked several different spaces. 

The job is “to decide which com- 
ponents are essential and which can 
be adapted,” says Brian Deedrick. 
“Are we telling the story faithfully, 
as the composer and librettist 
intended?” Since this Alberta pre- 
miere of Lakmé is a co-production of 
the Edmonton and Calgary opera

companies, he’s directing Calgary as 
well and spending lots of time on 
the 6 am bus. 

_ One of Edmonton’s alternative 
venues is the city’s most impressive 
concert hall. The Winspear Centre 
stage, though much admired as a 


concert venue and home of the 
Edmonton Symphony Orchestra, is 
small for opera. Even with the sim- 
ple set for Lakmé built in the city— 
usually companies save time by 
renting sets created elsewhere— 
there wasn’t room for chorus, 
orchestra or maestro on stage. This 
called for a range of solutions. 
Putting the opera chorus in the choir 
loft was easy. Though they won't 
interact with the principals, they will 
be convincing as a Greek chorus. It is 
also up to them to create the illusion 
of a market place instead of having 
one on stage. 

Since there is no orchestra pit at 
the Winspear, what to do with the 
orchestra itself was a bit more com- 
plicated. Yet they found a way to 
accommodate the players by remov- 
ing the baffling at the back of the 
soge tee there was the Maestro, 
in this case Robert Dean. The best 
solution was to put him back 
stage—oh the wonders of the elec- 
tronic age! f 

So it seems that Edmonton Opera 
has met the challenges of this pro- 
duction. No doubt the next project

| JUST CAN’T GET ENOUGH OF THE 
Black Rider: The Casting of the Magic 
Bullet. 

Since 1998, I’ve seen all three 
Edmonton incarnations of this cut- 
ting-edge cabaret-style musical by 
Tom Waits, William S. Burroughs 
and Robert Wilson (the lot starring 
the remarkable Michael Scholar, |r., 
the last two incarnations deftly 
directed by Ron Jenkins) and | find 
myself liking the show more and 
more, and being more and more 
awed by a wonderfully rich text 
penned by absolute geniuses and 
performed by an ensemble boasting 
endless theatrical and musical con- 
trol. 

Not that I’m alone in my praise 
and rabid enjoyment. It’s been a hit 
twice at our Fringe Festival and at 
the Fringe in New York City and 
promises to sell out most of its cur- 
rent run over at Theatre Network i 
the Roxy Theatre. na 

This particular production is the 
most smoothly mounted of the lot, 
which only highlights the details to 
be mined ina highly stylized musi- 
cal loaded with Brechtian overtones 
(including white-face make-up and 
Marissa Kochanski’s minimalist set 
and props) and a flawlessly surreal 
directorial interpretation edging into 
the carnivalesque (embodied per- 
fectly by Clinton Carew’s creepy 
performance as the narrator/bark- 
er). It’s a freakshow that’s also a mir- 
ror pointed at the universal freak 
show that lurks under all our skins. 

The story surrounds a bookish 
bureaucrat by the name of Wilhelm 
(Kevin Corey at his Chaplin-esque 
best) who wants desperately to win 
the hand of the lovely Katchen 





(Rachael Johnston), the daughter of 
the local Forester (George Szilagyi) 
who insists that his daughter can 
only marry an experienced hunter. 

Finding himself wildly and unsur- 
prisingly inept with a gun (and also 
finding out that bullets seemingly 
have a mind of their own), Wilhelm 
journeys to the crossroads and 
makes a deal with the mysterious 
Peg Leg (i.e., a limping and oddly 
charismatic devil played by the 
racoon-eyed Scholar, Jr.) to make 
him a winning freeshooter 

The devil promptly provides 
Wilhelm with magic bullets that 
never miss their mark. Once hooked 
on the easy pickings provided the 
mystical ammo, the hapless intellec- 
tual retums again to the slick Peg 
Leg to discover that the deal comes 
with a price: the devil is to get his 
shot! 

Oddball as the work may sound 
and as transparent as its archetypal 
plot may be, the play has a pro- 
foundly tragic resonance and works 
precisely because of that iconic sim- 
plicity, especially when fronted by 
the razor-focused and super-raw 
words/ music of Waits and 
Burroughs. 

As you can tell from the myriad 
takes on the Cinderella fairy tale 
clogging the cineplex, Jungian arche- 
types are hot at the moment, in large 
part because as a society we've 
grown suspicious of distracting 
detail and false intellectualism in ser- 
vice of less-than-noble ends. Lots of 
“facts” and complicated rationaliza- 
tions were tossed at the wall by the 
Bush regime when they made their 
case for war in Iraq, but these justifi- 
cations turned out to be all smoke 
and mirrors masking some less- 
than-rational real cause for war that 
has yet to come out. 

In Iraq as in The Black Rider, it’s the 
devil that’s in the “details” and not 
necessarily the truth. So, the 
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Americans go into Iraq, magic bul- 
lets blazing (shock and awe by any 
other name) and are endlessly sur- 
prised when the devil ultimately 
gets HIS shot and it hits dead on in 
the US of A’s ample derriére 

A quick historical aside vis-a-vis 
my military allusion: The Black Rider 
comes by its archetypal roots and 
articulated socio-political under- 
tones honestly. This postmodern 
musical is based on the 1821 Carl 
von Weber opera Der Freischiitz (The 
Freeshooter). Often dubbed as the first 
great German Romantic grand 
opera, Weber stitched his plots from 
Teutonic mythology and medieval 
legends and loaded his work with 
grisly supernatural horror in con- 
trast with the more down-to- 
earth/gentle Italianate plots popular 
at the time. 

Not only was Weber's opera a 
massive and long-lasting hit, it was 
interpreted asa powerful nationalis- 
tic metaphor. 

Still, read it at a national or an 
individualist level and the play's 
message is perfectly articulated 
beware the temptation to sell gut— 
be it all “all at once or by bits”—as in 
any transaction, there’s always a 
tally, and you just may not like your 
bottom line.

This school year, the venerable 
touring company presents Puss in Boots 
with music by Jeff Unger and book by 
Garner Butler. Unger, caught in the mid- 
dle of a sound tech says “Last year when 
we were doing Jack and the Beanstalk 
kids would ask what show we were 
doing next year.

| Meta Bully on the Hill opens the 
Citadel's three-production KidsPlay 


series. Penned by Martha Brooks and 
Maureen Hunter almost 20 years ago, the 
script remains fresh, crisp, highly enter- 
taining, intelligent and above all timely. 
The tale pits J.J., a sweet girl newly 
arrived from the country to a new urban 
school. Right on the first day, she meets 
new friends David and Karla but also, 
more portentously, Raymond the school 
bully. Not only can he use his sheer size 
to terrorize the kids, but he’s got an insid- 
iously incisive way of finding the chinks in 
that childish armour, reducing his victims 
to emotional Jello. It's a hauntingly accu- 
Tate treatment which eschews high 
drama, electing instead to go for sense- 


It's not going to change the world, but 
it's a good lesson. The princess pro- 
vides a secondary storyline where she 
is obliged to follow rules and protocol. 
She makes choices of her own.” Asked 
if love blossoms in the grand fairy tale 
tradition, Unger laughs “They become 
friends! Kids don’t usually like that.

LITTLE GIRLS DON'T EXIST ANYMORE. IT 
would seem as though the world 
doesn’t really want them to. 

Oh sure: they’re there in form— 
y'know, the group of shorter ladies 
on the bus or the little one begrudg- 
ingly holding the taller lady’s hand 
down the street—but they also 
dutch cellphones, carry handbags, 
and speak as though they are street 
savvy, world weary, man-eating lit- 
tle adults.

That's right: Mattel and Barbie 
have launched sister high-fashion 
lines—one aimed at twentysome- 
things, one aimed at 9 — 14-year- 
olds—of apparel modeled after the 
wardrobe of everybody’s favourite 
role model: Barbie! See, it’s just not 
enough for young girls to want to 
mimic the style of near-plastic 
celebrities like Britney or J.Lo.

The line for twentysomethings is 
already a hit in its 16 stores in Japan 
and has been launched in 
the US. Because it is within the same 
trendy vein as numerous other 
mainstream fashion offerings, fash- 
ion victims will fall to Barbie 
Fashion just as they and their credit 
cards do every other “now” item. 
It'll sell in the US—if only temporari- 

ly. 

But why would discriminating 
teenage girls want to dress like their 
little sister’s pla’ ? Will girls be 
able to pil wea toand 
admire that they view as 
atoy? Won't Mattel have to give 


and authentic for girls.” 

“When I was younger, I was so 
inspired by Barbie,” Hilary Duff is 
quoted as saying, “She has been a 
role model for my friends and me—I 
love her style and her spirit!” 

Uum, wait a second Hilary: Barbie 
is molded of solid plastic and her 
head squishes flat together when 
squeezed. I'm pretty sure she 
doesn’t have a spirit. Furthermore, 
her “style” is created by a bunch of 
fortysomethings sitting in a board- 
room with pictures of the latest 
trends and celebrity style moves. 
Barbie isn’t real... she doesn’t DO 
anything—how can she be per- 
ceived as a valid role model? 

Or does this render her the perfect 
role model: trendy, fashion con- 
scious, curvaceous, blonde, PLAS- 
TIC and in a permanent position of 
stasis yet temporal transistion: 
Barbie doesn’t do anything, she 
doesn’t say anything, she don’t gotta 
think about nothin’: she moves silent- 
ly from position to position, showing 
up in all facets of the clean American 
dream to wave her plastic hand and 
grin her wide, white, blank-eyed 
grin. Girls everywhere aspire to do 
the same. And now they can dress 
the role while they perform it... from 
as young as eight or nine years old. 

The clothing in the line is aestheti- 
cally akin to the trends of prominent 





Hollywood bombshells: think Jessica 
Simpson, who in many ways is a 
grossly detailed human incarnation 
of Barbie. Glittery low-waisted jeans 
with dangling jeweled belts, bright 
pink strappy shirts with rhinestones 
and swirling script, super-short 
skirts with little cropped shiny 
sateen jackets, light little dresses and 
kitten-heel shoes, with handbags 
and earrings to match every outfit 
and all of it in that technicolour 
Barbie palette that resembles the trip 
you'd be on if you were 8 and seri- 
ously OD’d on say... pink bub- 
blegum. And watermelon Kool Aid 
I wonder if the outfits come pre- 
arranged in Blister Paks. 


BARBIE FUTURE 

“Barbie has a unique ability to 
inspire self-esteem, glamour, and a 
sense of adventure in all that love 
her...” Um, right. Hasn’t her careful- 
ly contrived, ever-evolving image 
also greatly helped to install and 
uphold a completely unrealistic 
standard of beauty that threatens 
and damages self-esteem? When we 
guide our girls to dress like a doll

It’s greatly unfortunate—though 
completely predictable—that a com- 
pany with the prowess and reach of 
Mattel would rather not empower 
children to make independent deci- 
sions about their tastes and futures, 
but instead bombard them into con- 
sumer-addicted lifestyles before 
they’re even out of diapers... get 
them hooked for life, right? 

Will the adult line include 
implants and facial restructuring 
packages? How ‘bout calf-bone sep- 
aration-extension surgeries... and 
foot molding for that perma-high- 
heel slant? 

There are no plans to launch a 
similar line for men based on Ken, 
but shit, flesh-coloured semi-perma- 
nent underwear could be the next 
hot menswear item... along with full- 
body radiation hair removal.

\LBERT MAYSLES IS ONE OF A HANDFUL 
of documentarians to leave a lasting impact on 
the cinema. 

A pioneer of the direct cinema school of 
filmmaking, which did away with narrative 
and point of view, Maysles and his associates 
in the early ‘60s made good use of new, light- 
weight film cameras to get straight to the heart 
of the matter in a way that conventional docu- 
mentaries couldn't =. 

After leaving the Robert Drew group (which 
included documentary greats Richard Leacock 
and D.A Pennebaker), Maysles, brother David 
and co director/editor Charlotte Zwerin began 
‘urning out such masterpieces as Salesman 
(1968), a film about four salesmen pitching 


DVDs. A documentary film seems to have a 
life all its own. People in the film are still 
around, and with some of them there are fol- 
low up events. Like in Grey Gardens, people 
always say ‘What happened to the women 
after the film,’ right? You get some insight into 
that by looking at the DVD. 


But I just got a call a few days ago from Jerry. 


You remember the kid in the film? The kid 
who comes and they treat him to a meal in 
their bedroom and so forth? He calls me up 
and he says that for sentimental reasons he‘d 
like to get together. We haven't seen each other 
for thirty years, and he’s driving a cab. I’ve got 
that message on the phone; I've recorded that. 
Then when I see him, I'll probably have my lit- 
tle video camera in the taxicab, showing him 


talking about whatever, related to Grey Gardens. 


I can't put it on the DVD, which is already 
made, but I’m doing a scrapbook of Grey 
Gardens, and my daughter's helping me with 
that. I'm planning to put a DVD in the scrap- 
book; it’ll have a lot of outs from the film that 
weren't in the original DVD, things like the 
Jerry scene in the taxi cab. And who knows? 
Tomorrow there may be something else. 


I know that a while back Geraldo Rivera 
decided to do something on Little Edie 
Beales, the daughter in Grey Gardens... 
Somehow he got her on tape and compared 
her and her family (the Bouviers) with the 
royal family in England. Apparently, there’s 
somebody that’s mentally retarded or in very 
bad shape in the royal family, and apparently 
they haven’t helped that person, maybe even 
abused that person. According to Rivera... 

And so he said that that was the way it was 
with Edie, that Jackie neglected to help her out; 
it made her look like some kind of @ retarded 
nut and made Jackie look like somebody that 
was without any kindness. It was terrible. That 
can happen. It doesn’t happen in Grey Gardens, 
although, because some people are so commit- 
ted to this notion that when you’re open, 
you're gonna be hurt. They insist in their own 
minds, ‘Oh these two poor women were hurt 
by the film.’ Nothing could be further from the 
truth. The best thing that ever happened to 
them. 


That's how I felt when I saw it. True, they _ 
were pretty strange women, but also witty 


and absolutely self-aware; they were also 
performing happily for the camera. At least 
that’s part of what I got from it. 

Well, we try to do well by the people that we 
film, and to do well is to tell the truth about 
them. If there are moments of true vulnerabili- 
ty, well, then we would ask them if it’s okay 
We may not even ask them if it’s okay, and 
then decide that it isn’t okay; we wouldn't 
show it.” 


Do you ever feel intrusive with your camera? 
No, no, people want to have their stories told, 
and if they look at you and think that they c 
trust you, then it’s okay. I’m sure that I can be 
trusted, because I take the responsibility of 
doing an honest job of it. There are times, 
well... 

Here's a point where I would havea tough 
time. On my research trip [for a work-in- 
progress called In Transit], | was ona train in 
Indiana, waiting at the station. I looked out the 
window and I saw three people: a couple 
joined by a woman. We pull out of the station, 
I walk through the train and I see that thi 
person, that woman, sitting alone and cr 
So lL ask if] could join her, and the first thin 
she says is, T still can’t make up my mind.’ 

Then she tells me how difficult it is when 
you're married to a man as some woman are, 
who changes jobs, and sometimes it means 
leaving ir friends behind. Her husband is 
three hours down the line and she’s off on the 
train to meet him, and she goes back to crying. 
She says ‘I still can’t make up my mind, 
because the couple that I left behind, our best 
friends, the man of the couple is the one | real- 
ly love.’ I mean, Borges would love to have 
that s , right? Or Tolstoy 


Or Oprah... 

Right, or Oprah. And then there was this 
woman in the smoking compartment of the 
train; she was telling me such interesting sto- 
ries, and | knew she was coming up with 
something particularly powerful, so I thought, 
oh, I can’t film it, she doesn’t want to be 
filmed. | looked down and I saw that my cam- 
era was on the table, and if I turned it on I 
would get the sound and I would get her 
hands. So I turned the camera on, I don’t know 
that she even knew that I was running, certain- 
ly she knew I wasn't filming her face and that 
she could be identified. She said that her... she 
had a child; when the child was three and a 
half, she took the child through a park. And-he 
was misbehaving so badly, that she found her- 
self over-disciplining the child, and she felt 
awkward about that so, she decided to just let 
the child be on it’s own. As she walked away, 
she heard this noise, so she turned back and 
the kid was over run by a truck: 


Unlike Rivera, you're attempting a complete- 
ly honest portrayal of normal, everyday peo- 
ple... 

Right, right; like the people in Salesmen, you 
know they’re nice people, but they're caught 
up in this system that deprives them of a lov- 
ing relationship. It’s a relationship of exploita- 
tion. Unfortunately, the guys that’re doing the

AFTER THE APOCALYPSE BEGINS WITH A 
solitary man in a gas mask (played by 
director Yasuaki Nakajima) emerging 
from a bomb shelter to collect some 
water. He encounters a man with an 
injured leg, but apparently they have 
both lost their voices, and so can com- 
municate at only the most basic level. 
Soon they come across a few more 
survivors: a clown, a painter (the only 
woman), and a man in goggles. 

The film is shot in black and white 
and effectively uses normal urban 
decay in New York to suggest the 
ruin of civilization. Without any 
words, it portrays the most basic 
human impulses in a series of 
vignettes of cooperation, fighting, 
courting, and jealousy. It succeeds up 
toa point, and has an interesting score 
by Hiro Ota, but one typical post- 
apocalyptic scene about the necessi- 
ties of survival is inadvertently comi- 
cal. The Adam and Eve story it has 
become then seems a little ridiculous, 
and the film falters badly under the 
burden of significance that it’s taken 
on.

CANADIAN MOVIES ARE SUPPOSED TO BE 
pastoral family dramas, dark and 
earnest with spare piano scores. 
Childstar is the opposite, as sarcastic 
and simultaneously insecure and 
self-righteous as its creator, direc- 
tor/ co-writer /actor Don McKellar, 
the quintessential Canadian film and 
television icon of our time. As its title 
suggests, it’s about a child actor 
named Taylor Brandon Burns (Mark 
Rendall), who is shipped off to 
Toronto with his perennially imma- 
ture mother Suzanne (Jennifer Jason 
Leigh) to film a dumb action movie. 
McKellar is Rick, TBB’s chauffeur 
and an aspiring filmmaker. McKellar 
appears to have hit on a zeitgeist for 
rapidly adolescing teen stars, even 
naming his fake movie-in-a-movie 
First Son, after this year’s overabun- 
dance of flicks about presidential off- 
spring.

Exils 
gives a nod to its most obvious 
antecedent, Pierrot le Fou: two 
attractive youths overcome urban 
ennui through travel, music and 
each other. “Music is their only bag- 
gage,” reads the film’s PR descrip- 
tion, but clearly there is so much 
more baggage—colonial, racial, 
social, linguistic—that is at play here.

But 
the final push into Algeria leaves 
more ambiguities, tangentially con- 
necting Naima’s mysterious past 
with Europe’s colonial legacies.

VISUALLY APPEALING FILMS ARE OFTEN 
described as “poetic.” What this usu- 
ally means is that the film is nonlin- 
ear and nonliteral, evoking moods 
and ideas rather than spelling them 
out with dialogue or traditional plot 
Poetry, likewise, is sometimes 
described as cinematic, heavy with 
imagery: “petals on a wet, black 
bough.” But for the most part, poet- 
ry is linguistic. The beauty of poetry 
is derived from language or the 
sounds of language, descriptive 
though it may be. So Poem seems like 


a redundant or even impossible task: 
creating images to accompany the 
words ina number of German 
poems by such familiar authors as 
Rainer Neos Rilke and Goethe, and 
several by poets less known in the 
English language. Most of the films 
fall into two categories: either the 
images are too-literal interpretations 
of the poetry (with a poem about 
moths, we are shown moths at a 
lightbulb), or maudlin recitations by 
“characters” in overtly metaphorical 
surroundings (i.e. a on loneli- 
ness is accompanied by what looks

like a kitsch-filled grandma’s apart- 
ment.). Either way, the film’s beauty 
usually trumps the poetic readings. 
Perhaps this is because we Anglos 
are forced to read translations, rather 
than feeling the words in the original 
German, but the experience is defi- 
nitely less than that of the immedia- 
cy of the visual effects. Even so, each 
poem is hit or miss: for each lovely 
moth to a flame or disjointed shout- 
ing of deceased relatives’ names, we 
are shown something like the unfor- 
tunate paint-fight between female 
and male “tribes” as a way to illus- 
trate Beethoven's “Ode to Joy.”

Tim Balash, guitarist/vocalist for 
the May Kings is wandering 
around with the phone in the crook 
of his neck and shoulder, gamely 
trying to placate an obstinate inter- 
viewer absolutely unimpressed 

vith his excuses. 

It probably wouldn't be your 
idea of a good time, either: picking 
up the phone after a long double 
shift at work, only to be harangued 
with a series of rapid fire questions 
while you attempt to recover your 
equilibrium. Sore feet, frying 
sausages, Creedence cranked up for 
maximum effect, and now to be 
quizzed about his band’s debut 
album, Seven Years. It’s funny, 
because the resulting conversation 
with Balash about CCR, the Clash, 
and Bob Dylan, or any of Balash’s 
Musical heroes, might be key to 
some insight into the May Kings 
and the casual, unaffected country 
tock of their album. 

“Ithink there’sareasonwhy — - 
albums by those bands have such a 
compelling feel,” he observes.

“They don’t sound like they’ve 
been laboured over, certainly not 
something like the Basement Tapes. 
That sounds like a bunch of guys 
playing for the hell of it.” 

Bingo! He's just described the 
May Kings, as congenial an aggre- 
gation of players as we can find, 
friends from way back, basement 
dwellers with a fine sense of cama- 
raderie and warm regard for each 
other's abilities. Loose relationships 
that stretch through the 
Maybellines, Tim Balash and the 
Chrome Magpies, the Shady Pines 
and on through other bands, with 
Balash and May King’s partner 
Brent Oliver as essential pivots. It 
made for some interesting combina- 
tions and more than a few compli- 
cated practice schedules, but it also 
allowed a pool of musicians to get 
used to each other, learning how to 
play with and off of each other. It 
was inevitable that someone sug- 
gest a streamlining. 

“Exactly,” assents Balash before 
signing off to eat. “Logistically it 
just made a lot more sense to com- 
bine the Shady Pines and the 
Magpies.” 


FIGHTING TRIM 

Multi-instrumentalist Brent 
Oliver, reached in a far more relax- 
ing setting, concurs. “Yeah, I was 
like ‘Y’know this is dumb. Let's just 
trim the fat and come out with a lean 
mean rock machine.’ [Guitarist] 
Duncan [Turmer] was totally down 
with playing, because he was the last 
guitar player in the Shady Pines, and 
[drummer] Marek [Tyler] had been 
bugging me for a while to do some- 
thing, because he really wanted to 
play ina band with me. 

“Tt was after a Chrome Magpies 
rehearsal, and I had just put Shady 
Pines on the back bumer, a year and 
a half, two years ago, and Tim and I 
went out for a beer,” relates the vet- 
eran musician. “We were both kind 
of tired, just sort of frustrated with 
the situations with both our bands. 
The whole impetus for this was 
[Chrome Magpie bassist] Dwayne 
[Martineau] went on vacation to 
Turkey, and I filled in on bass for the 
Chrome Magpies, and the two of us 
gelled a whole lot ae We were 
singing together, and [Chrome 
Mecpe guitarist] Gavin [Dunn] had 
stopped singing to concentrate on 


guitar, he’s turned into like a fucking 
stunning guitar player. I had seen 
Marek play, and we sat down and I 
was just like, ‘Look, let's just do this.

IT’S GETTING DISTURBINGLY EASIER TO 
believe in conspiracy theories. Like, 
remember the sinister feeling of 
Bush-suspicion you had in your 
stomach when you watched the 
planes hit the towers? And how now 
you realize it wasn’t paranoia but 
intuition? 

Mike Plume, just having returned 
to the road after a two-year hiatus, 
openly admits to his own fascination 
with conspiracy theories. 

Naturally, this admission opens 
up a fervent and intellectual discus- 
sion of The Skull and Bones Society.

No, I just know that Bush and Carey 
are both members. 


The society apparently has ties to 
Nazi Germany.

And that is completely believable. 
Crazy times... uh, I’m sorry. This is 
Michael Plume, not Michael Moore. 


Oh. I’ve got the wrong person! 
Well, Mike Plume, in that case, lets 
talk music. 

Oh, okay. 


Over the last decade or so, the 
country-rocker has made his living 
primarily through incessant touring, 
playing an average of twenty-five 
shows a month. When he decided to 
stop, that number went down to two 
or three. 

No conspiracy theory here, how- 
ever—more so the case of a man in 
serious need of a break. “It wasn’t 
my heroin problems or anything like 
that because, y’know, I keep that in 
check,” he jokes. 

“But just over two years ago,” he 
continues, “T hit a wall. I just had to 
stop.” Upon moving into a more 
sedentary life, Plume reassured peo- 
ple that he’d definitely return to 
publicly play music, though doubts 
niggled in the back of his mind. “I 
was like, ‘Geez. I don’t know if] ever 
will.’ And I wasn’t upset by that.” 

Over the course of his break, 
Plume had time enough to sit and 
think, recalling something he always 
has intuitively known: that you can’t 


force the artistic mojo without herni- 
ating it in the process. 

“The thing I’ve always known 
about music is if you don’t pay too 
much attention to it or treat it too 
preciously, there’s always a song to 
write,” he says, not at all didactical- 
ly. 

“As soon as you get precious 
about the whole thing, everything 
just goes right out the door. I don’t 
know if I made myself sick or made 
the Songwriting Muse sick, but 
when I pulled away for a few years, 
I got excited again about the whole 
thing.” 

So, how does a touring Canadian 
musician who hasn‘t, as Plume read 
ily points out, sold the same volume 
of CDsas the likes of Nickelback, 
just up and take a break? Is Mike 
Plume, now a family man, secretly 
wealthy and just into the romance of 
life on the road? 

“We squeaked by,” he explains. “| 
did enough to help us live, but I also 
knew that my sanity was on the 
line—it was a very delicate situation 
When you hit this wall, you run the 
risk of going broke.” 

Fortunately, when Plume 
dropped his expectations, the Muse 
returned, providing him with the 
passion of a fourteen year-old kid 
with a new guitar and a Nirvana 
songbook. 

“Around last Christmas I felt 
everything really sort of come 
together. My wife, Jenny, said, ‘do 
you know you play the guitar all 
the time now?’ I hadn't noticed, but 
I hadn't really done that since high 
school.” 

Plume continued to pluck away 
at the guitar, while anticipating the 
birth of his daughter, Ruby Telula, 
who was born in June of this 
year—right around the time he 
began seriously writing songs 
again. 

“Tt was nice to feel it all come 
back. My ears had stopped ringing, 
so I was ready to make some noise 
again.” 

Recharged and reinvigorated, 
armed with a new CD, Rock and 
Roll Recordings Volume One (record- 
ed over four days in Calgary with 
The Future Hall of Famers) and an 
arsenal of both new tunes and 
some old favourites, Plume is back 
on the road.

IT’S BEEN TEN LONG YEARS, AND THE 
members of Choke know everything 
about each other—except how to 
spell last names. But hey: what's a 
minor detail like that when you have 
friendships that have survived 5 
albums, months at a time in the van, 
and multiple criss-crossings of North 
America? 

“It's crazy to me, because a band is 
a relationship—but with four peo- 
ples’ interests in mind,” says bassist 
Clay Shea, speculating on the source 
of his group's longevity. “We're real- 
ly good friends, and I think we truly 
respect each other's differences and 
know when to back down. We're all 
still really passionate about what we 
do, Over the years, this band and the 
things we've done have kind of 
defined the individuals we've 
become.” 

To celebrate an entire decade of 
rockin’ out together Choke-style, 
Shea, guitarist Jake Jaggard, frontman 
Shawn Moncrieff, and drummer 
Stefan Levasseur are going back to 
their roots: expect a long set with 
material spanning their entire career. 

“We're digging into the back cata- 
logue and pulling out songs that we 
haven't played live in—some of them 
as long as 8 or9 , a number of 
them in the last 5 or 6 years, It will be 
an extensive setlist, basically from all 
our records, and hopefully witha 
couple surprises.” 

Since the four started out in 94, ~ 
they've had countless memorable 
°xperiences. “Touring in general and 
traveling has Gente a constant high- 
light, but one tour we did a few years 
back with our friends in Moneen and 
a band (called Layaway Plan) that no 
longer exists just seems to really ring 
home when I look back,” Shea 
describes. The

hardest things we had to go through 
was, we did a tour in the spring that 
wasa really good opportunity for us, 
and Jack, our regular guitar player, 
kind of came to the conclusion that 
this injury he was nursing wasn’t 
going to be well enough and he 
wasn't going to be able to go on this 
tour.’ 

Bowing out wasn’t an option, so 
Choke persevered. “We had to do the 
tour with a friend of ours filling in. I 
mean, it was great that he came out; 
he flew down from Detroit and

learned the songs in a week. We did 
the tour, but it made us all realize we 
weren't invincible. It was the first 
time in our ten-year history that we 
had to havea guy fill in or play with 
a different member. It was a bit of a 
wake up call.” 

Even this far down the road, 
Choke’s future is still looking bright. 
Besides tentative plans to visit Europe 
in the spring (“That's the one big goal 
that we've never done. It was a big 
dream when we started,’ says Shea), 
the band spent September recording 
their sixth album in Vancouver. Due 
out in January on Smallman Records, 
it’s titled Slow Fade or How I Learned to 
Question Infinity. “Tt deals a lot with 
where we're at right now, farce 
grounds where you stop looking for- 
ward with anigan's land of 
reflect on things,” Shea says.

SUE FOLEY, ONLY IN HER MID-THIRTIES, 
has already won countless awards 
for her numerous blues/roots 
recordings, including a Best Blues 
Album Juno in 2001. But Foley, who 
has shared the stage with the likes of 
BB King, John Lee Hooker, and 
Buddy Guy, is not about to rest on 
her lauded laurels. 

The singer/songwriter has made 
it this far in a male-dominated pro- 
fession by taking control, managing 
and playing lead guitar in her band, 
writing and performing her own 
songs and doing her own produc- 
ing. 

Recently, Foley began her own 
record label, Guitar Woman Inc, and 
is currently working on a documen- 
tary film and accompanying book 
called Guitar Woman. The project, 
both historical and biographical, 
examines the stories of women gui- 
tarists throughout the world. She 
hopes the project will bring close- 
ness and new collaborations to the 
community of female musicians. 

“Seeing as there’s no solid litera- 
ture on women guitarists out there,” 
she points out, “I feel an obligation 
to share their stories with the rest of 
the world.” 

In taking on such a project Foley 
aligns herself with the likes of essay- 
ist/novelist/visionary-historian 
Alice Walker, who once claimed to 
have started writing because she 
couldn't find any stories in the 
world that rung-true with her own 





Foley, like Walker, is not afraid to 
show her vulnerable side in her writ- 
ing. Some songs included on her 
most recent CD, Change—a live disc 
recorded in one night at Toronto 
venue Hugh’s Room—are intensely- 
personal, such as “Mourning in the 
Morning,” a song she wrote follow- 
ing her father’s death.

covers—were included simply 
because they were fun to play. 

“We don’t play acoustically that 
much,” she explains, “So, I think 
people were as surprised as us [at 
the covers]. I only play acoustic in 
my house, so] was doing a lot of 
stuff that night that I do at home, like 
that version of “Here Comes the 
Sun”.” The CD also includes a ver- 
sion of “Sugar in My Bowl,” which 
takes on quite a different sound 
when sung in Foley’s 1920s-sound- 
ing bluesy croon. 

Many people deride live record- 
ings that include in between-song 
banter, and Foley seems to be one of 
those: the only indication that 
Change is a live recording is the snip- 
pets of clapping before and after 
each song. But in light of all the sur- 
prise performances of the evening, 
wouldn't it have been entertaining 
to include a little of the more intrigu- 
ing chitchat? 

“You don’t want that from me— 
believe me,” she says intently. “I'm 
the worst. I hate when I talk in 
between songs. We took all that 
out—I listen to myself and I go, 
‘ahh!’” 

The recording, much like the per- 
formance, was done on a whim, 
which Foley believesigives the CD 
its.“freshness.” 

“Hugh’s Room was on the fly and 
we didn’t really know what we were 
doing.

yOU MEET SOME GUY YOU'VE SEEN AROUND AT

For Sebastien Grainger, drummer and 
vocalist for Death From Above 1979 [the 
name, minus the “1979”, is the slogan of 
the US Army paratroopers], this is pretty 
much how he hooked up with his band 
mate/roommate, bassist and keyboardist 
Jesse F. Keeler. 

Keeler was working on a solo project, 
Femme Fatal, when he and Grainger met.

The Original 
idea [for the band], which holds true 
today, is that the songs are based on a riff 
and a melody.” 

There are no guitars in the music of 
DFA, perhaps because this was initially 
their New Wave project.

Most of us 
were simply glad he returned from zom- 
bie territory with some glimmer of intelli- 
gence, happy to let him pal around with 
indie rockers or perform the entirety of 
Pet Sounds for the Queen. But Smile? 
For those not in the know, this was to be 
Wilson's one up on the Beatles, a studio- 
crafted conceptual suite of songs that 
would've taken the Beach Boys farther 
beyond their carefully plotted surf 'n’ cars 
'n’ girls image than even Pet Sounds. It 
all dissolved under Wilson's drug- 
induced nervous breakdown plus loud 
grumbling from uncomprehending Boys 
in the band, who were uncomfortable 
with giving up the striped t-shirts and 
extended adolescence. Most everyone 
knows what happened next: retreat from 
public life, serious drug weirdness, sand- 
box therapy, and finally incorporation 
into the halls of eccentric pop culture 
trivia. Running under that, the cult of 
Wilson was picking up steam and fresh 
recruits from the post-rock/pop revival, 
obsessively gathering outtakes from the 
Smile sessions and lecturing anybody 
that would listen on the merits of The 
Greatest Album That Never Was. Truth 
is, these people have always been tire- 
some in their insistence, ever so tire- 
some, and it galls to admit that they were 
right. Who knew? We did know that a 
number of the outtakes were charming 
little fragments (“Vegetables,” 
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“Wonderful”) or full scale extravaganzas 
(“Heroes and Villains,” “Good 
Vibrations”), some of which wound up 
on Smiley Smile); Surf's Up took one of 
the centerpieces for its title. Both those 
albums were wobbly snatches of Wilson 
genius, but fleshed out and retooled, 
refitted into their original conceptual 
suites, these snippets of orchestrated 
doo wop/surf are gorgeous, even spec- 
tacular. The playing, courtesy of recent 
Wilson backing band the Wondermints, 
is crucially understated, while the trade- 
mark group harmonies (shown to beauti- 
ful advantage in the opening number, 
“Our Prayer/Gee”) are impeccable. Aside 
from some achingly cute lyrics (take a 
bow, Van Dyke Parks) and maybe the 
absence of a few deceased Beach Boys, 
there simply isn’t anything to criticize. 
Smile is damn near perfect, even if itis a 
buffed up, carefully reconstructed relic of 
a time long past. It's come close to 40 
years late, but it s the expected coun- 
terthrust in a Beach Boys/Beatles chess 





game that gave us Pet Sounds and Sot.

RIDING THE WAVE OF THE PIXIES 
comeback tour, Frank Black dusts off an 
old demo tape and repackages it for pub- 
lic consumption. It’s not a bad idea, con- 
sidering the recording still sounds as 
fresh today as it did back in 1986 (it 
comprises songs that would end up on 
the first two Pixies records, Come On 
Pilgrim and Surfer Rosa). The idea was 
for producer Gary Smith to have some 
audio notes to prepare the studio ses- 
sions by recording Black’s acoustic per- 
formances on his portable Walkman. The 





result is an astounding display of Black's 
crafty songwriting complete with on-the- 
spot comments. Scared that releasing 
the demo tape by itself would end up 
looking like a rip-off, Black decided to re- 
work some of the Pixies classic songs 
and release the whole thing as a double- 
CD (bootleg disc and “treated” disc). 
Those “treated” Pixies songs have a way 
of feeling extremely awkward, mostly 
because Black gives them a soft Tom 
Waits/David Bowie post-industrial 
baroque attitude. Good intentions aside, 
tracks like “Nimrod’s Son,” “Cactus” or 
“Where Is My Mind” lose all sense of 
energy and purpose, Black's vocals 
missing that characteristic edge and the 
instrumentation sounding less than ade- 
quate. “Monkey Gone To Heaven” and 
“Into The White” (with a wonderful Velvet 
Underground-like treatment) suffer less 
and are truly enjoyable. 


teen icons (“Whatever Happened To 
Corey Haim?”), dry-humping at Top 40 
nightclub dance floors (“Saturday Night’) 
and how your old pals still see the real 
pathetic you even after you've hit it big 
(“You Can't Fool Old Friends With 
Limousines”) join the hard-luck stories. 

The sense of sunny awe and wonder- 
ment is not as evident, but the lyrics have 
more depth this time around. Above all, 
these guys have not lost sight on crafting 
immaculate pop songs. The big stand- 
outs include the melancholy ballad “Not 
For All The Love In The World,” complete 
with a Van Dyke Parks-arranged string 
section. They also get to kick out the 
jams on “Tell Me Something | Don't 
Know.” 

Let's hope they can to keep this up so 
there won't any bands 20 years from 
now singing “Whatever Happened To 
The Thrills?”

LAST TIME WE CAUGHT UP WITH THE 
Thrills (why... that was only last year!), 
the boys from Dublin were soaking up 
the sun in California with their debut, So 
Much For The City. Celebrating their 
West Coast heroes The Beach Boys, Neil 
Young, and The Byrds, their recording 
came off sounding like a bunch of Brit- 
poppers stranded in SoCal, singing 
songs about Santa Cruz and San Diego. 
The land of fog and rain combined with 
the land of eternal sunshine, together at 
last! 

With their follow-up, Let’s Bottle 
Bohemia, the Irish quintet has moved 
away from the California dreaming for 
tracks written while the band was on 
tour. Instead, songs of washed-up '80s 
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SPAWNED BY A SPONTANEOUS PER- 
formance at the 2002 Bonnaroo Festival, 
Colonel Claypool’s Bucket of Bernie 
Brains was formed under duress when 
Grateful Dead-ist Bill Laswell no-showed 
on his prog-rock project Praxis. Luckily 
for Praxis members Bernie Worrell, 
Buckethead, and Brian (Brain) Mantia, the 
amiable bass player-vocalist Les Claypool 
was on hiatus from his platinum-selling 
band Primus, and volunteered to step in 
to Laswell’s Birkenstocks. They didn’t 
have any songs, they didn’t have a set list, 
they didn’t even have a sound check, but 
they wowed the crowd and surprised 
themselves. 

Vowing to cut an album together 


despite conflicting obligations and sched- 
ules, the four retreated to the Colonel's 
studios in northern California and the 
results are stellar. And really, could an 
album recorded at Rancho Relaxo be 
anything less? Bernie works the funky- 
insane keyboard magic he became 
famous for in his days with 
Parliament/Funkadelic, while Guns ‘N’ 
Roses alumni Brains and Bucket lay 
down heavy-ass drum beats and over- 
the-top Satriani guitar flourishes. As you 
might expect, Claypool’s own signature 
loping bass strums and warbling-grand- 
pappy vocals distinctly stamp this venture 
as one of his many side projects. But in 
contrast to some of his other loves—the 
gastronomic burblings of Sausage, the 
Phishy Oysterhead, and the power-chord 
mining of Frog Brigade—Colonel 
Claypool’s Bucket of Bernie Brains stands 
apart as something quite unique. 
Launching into an exhaustive 11-track set 
that comes off very much like the epic, 
free-jam concert that brought them 
together, the boys start off with the silly 
calliope melody “Buckethead,” which 
sees them rising to the bait like a lagoon 
full of bullfrogs in heat. The follow-up 
track, “Thai Noodles.” is pure Claypool, 
smacking smartly of “My Name is Mud” 
from Primus’s Pork Soda. As unpre- 
dictable as it is entertaining, The Big 
Eyeball in the Sky encompasses loose 
rambling numbers such as “Elephant 
Ghost,” which tips the scales at 10 min- 
utes, as well as a barrage of short funky 
numbers such “Hip Shot From the Slab” 
and Claypool's musically inbred ode to 
George W. Bush, “Junior.” In fact, 
Claypool's political acumen prompted 
Bernie to liken the Colonel to his old 
bandmate George Clinton. Now there's a 
mental picture for you! And speaking of 
mental pictures, just get a load of that 
gorgeous cover art!

On'the other hand, my mama 
didn’t raise me to judge no books by 
no covers. I thought I’d better take a 
closer look at this Rigatony’s. After 
all, it had survived the apparent 
curse of its chanceless location, 
housed in what appears to be a grain 
silo gone awry alongside a pizza 
chain, a discount haircutter and a 
Starbuck’s—the same strip mall that 
has devoured two Japanese places 
without emitting so much as a 
burp—-so it must have something 
going for it. 

What Rigatony’s claims to have 
going for it is Philly cheese steak and 
pasta. The former, so legend has it, 
was invented in Philadelphia in the 
1930s at a restaurant called Pat’s 
Steak, though it’s hard to believe 
anyone could lay claim to inventing 
grilled beef and cheese on a bun. The 
best Philly cheesesteak I’ve had in 
my life, and I had several of them 
over consecutive meals, was at a 
place in Austin called Texadelphia, 
where all they sold was cheese steak 
and each table was stocked with an 
open jar of fresh-made salsa to heap 
on your already heaping sandwich, 
served in a basket with plenty of tor- 
tilla chips. Ah, memories. 

Rigatony’s has more than cheese 
steak, but that’s all I really had eyes 
for, especially after that Texadelphia 
flashback. According to the sign- 
board above the till, | could have me 
a 12-inch (30 cm) Philly cheesesteak 
with onions, peppers, mushrooms, 
hot peppers and tomatoes with fries 
and a drink for $8.49. In fast food 
terms, that’s a little steep, but I didn’t 
want fast food, so I was prepared to 
hand over the extra $2.50 to see to it I 
got premium treatment. I opted to 
have mine spicy Italian style, as 
befitted the alleged provenance of 
the restaurant's name. And, if you 
must know, I drank Dr. Pepper.

unexpected, and decidedly non-conformist. Son of 
the writer Yuri Guerman, he returns again and 
again in his films to the scene of his father’s youth 
in an effort to understand.how, to his mind, things 
turned out so badly in the Soviet Union for so 
many reasonably good people. Naturally, such a 
theme has not made his work popular with 
authorities. In Twenty Days Without War, he 
brings to the screen an adaptation of Konstantin 
Simonov's story Lopatin’s Notes. A weathered 
military reporter, Lopatin is given twenty days 
leave to recuperate in Tashkent; yet the war is 
everywhere around him - in the numbing poverty, 
in the faces of teenagers with no future. A love 
story emerges, but it seems little more than a faint 
protest in such a world. For Lopatin, Guerman 
cast a famous circus clown, Yuri Nikulin, a bold 
stroke that assured that his Lopatin would be far 
removed from the typical image of Soviet war 
heroes. 

Sun, 7 pm: Masquerade. Soviet-era studio film- 
making at its finest: delicate lighting, sumptuous 
sets, and a wildly melodramatic story. Based on 
the play by Lermontov, Masquerade begins when 
the beautiful, aristocratic Nina (the lovely Tamara 
Makarova) loses a bracelet during a masked ball. 
Her husband, Arbenin (the amazing Nikolai 
Mordvinov), discovers it and thinks she’s given it 
to an admirer - and he's got a pretty good Idea 
who that might be. Remarkably similar to Ophuls’s 
Madame de... , which is based on different source

material, Masquerade charts the devastating 
effects of Arbenin's jealousy on everyone around 
the couple. Director Gerasimov shows himself to 
be a master of the moving camera, and his use of 
incredibly deep space to stage action (often com- 
plemented by opening or slamming doors) seems 
way ahead of its time. 

Sun, 9 pm: Second Circle. Over the past 15 years, 
Alexander Sokurov (Russian Ark) has become 
Lentilm’s best-known director internationally, 
making almost all his films there since his first 
feature. For many his first masterpiece, Second 
Circle begins as an intense, brooding young man 
feturns to his home village deep in Siberia to deal 
with his father's death and burial. Much of the 
remarkable film turns on the problem of actually 
getting the old man’s body into the ground, and as 
the difficulties start to seem truly Kafkaesque, 
Sokurov creates a homeground metaphor for indi- 
vidual grief and Soviet sociopolitical realities, past 
and present. Yet beyond the film’s powerful politi- 
cal vision lies Sokurov's extraordinary visual 
design for the film, alternately gray and colorful, 
images that seem at times on the verge of implo- 
sion from the “weight” of the bloated, corrupt 
world they're trying to capture 

Mon, 8 pm: King Lear. Like all Soviet studios, 
Lenfilm made its share of adaptations of classic 
world literature, but its adaptations of Hamletand 
King Lear, both directed by Grigory Kozintsev, are 
among the greatest film versions of Shakespeare. 
One critic has written that “of all Shakespeare's 


tragedies, King Learis perhaps the best suited to 
Russian adaptation, being the longest, wildest, 
starkest, and most replete with pain and suffering 
at all levels.” Yet while Kozintsev surely plumbs 
the depths of Shakespeare's despair, he has 
Nonetheless fashioned a brilliant adaptation that is 
never less than exhilarating. Using Boris 
Pasternak’s translation, Kozintsev captures both 
the chaos of battle and the deepening madness of 
the king. As Lear loses command over his land, 
his daughters, and finally himself, the tragedy 
moves inexorably to its shattering climax. With a 
superb score by Shostakovich.

“ARE WOMEN READY AND WILLING TO 
buy porn?” write editors Micole Taggart 
and Robin Adams in the premiere issue 
of Sweet Action. 

“In the end, we figured, ‘Hey, we're 
having fun... so what if nobody else 

ares.” 

' Welcome to the new generation of 
pornographers—kickass young women 
who are tired of “porn wrapped in a pret- 
ty bow of erotica” and wanna see guys 
naked, goddammit!

teur feel.

“There is a movement afoot, in which 
people are seeking to redefine sexuality 
and redefine labels they've been stuck 
with,” explains Bowers.
